The  School  was  founded  in  1908  hy 
Mr.  Algernon  Lucas*  a  graduate  of  Selwyn  College, 
Cambridge,  to  educate  boys  to  13  years  of  age. 
Its  first  location  was  in  downtown  Montreal,  on 
MacKay  Street,  and  in  1930  it  moved  to  more 
spacious  quarters  on  Redpath  Street.  Upon  the 
death,  in  1945,  of  its  fourth  Headmaster, 
Mr.  Geoffrey  H.  Wanstall,  the  ownership  of  the 
School  was  transferred  to  the  Selwyn  House 
Association,  a  newly-created  group  of  Old  Boys 
and  interested  parents.  In  I960  the  building  housing 
Westmount  High  School  was  acquired  and  the 
School  moved  into  these,  its  present  quarters. 
The  relocation  not  only  provided  expanded, 
first-rate  facilities  but  it  also  enabled  the  School 
to  offer  instruction  beyond  the  Junior  high  school 
level,  through  to  matriculation  and  university 
entrance.  With  the  acquisition  of  a  new  building 
in  1985,  the  school  increased  its  floor  space  by 
50  percent  while  remaining  committed  to 
maintaining  present  enrollment  levels.
